3. In the third place, you know these revivals 
are confined to those who believe in their divine 
origin. You sometimes find a society of Episco- 
palians and a society of Calvinists in the same 
village. Members of the same family belong to 
exch; and near neighbors attend the different 
churches. The doctrinal opinions of both par- 
ties may be expressed in the thitty nine articles. 
The Calvinists believe in the divine origin of 
these excitements; they adopt the necessary 
measures for their production; nearly all their 
members become more or less excited. In the 
mean time, the Episcopalians regard their exer- 
tions as unscriptural and fanatical ; they regard 
the revival as of human origin and pernicious 
tendency ; while their friends and neighbors are 
deeply interested in the work, they remain calm 
and unaffected, and scarcely an individual. has 
his feelings and passions aroused. Such instan- 
ces are of frequent occurrence. Take Lowell 
foranenample- Wou recollect the account which 
Mr. Beckwith, the Calvinistic minister, gave of 
the powerful revival inthat place, and for which 
document he obtained a ten dollar premium.— 
You remember that he regarded the Episcopa- 
lians as enemies to the good work, and that a 
member of that society exposed several errors in 
this premium statement. Now why isthe excite- 
ment confined to those who believe in its divine 
origin? Why does it not extend to those who 
consider it the work of human beings and openly 
oppose its progress, and thus convince them of 
their dangerous mistake and aggravated wicked- 
ness? Can the mere belief on this point prevent 
the outpouring of the spirit? You must either 
admit that it can, which amounts to a perfect 
absurdity ; or you must allew that these revivals 
are not the special work of the holy spirit, but 
the mere results of human opinion and action. 

4. In the fourth place, you know these revivals | 
are deliberately voted into being by orthodox | 
ministers. I will illustrate thisremark by a ref- 
erence to the actual proceedings of your denom- 
ination. Your leaders saw and loudly lamented 
the rapid and extensive spread of Unitarianism. 
They eoncluded that its progress could be checked 
in no way so effectually as by a general religious 
excitement. One or two associations resolved 
to use the necessary means, for its production. 
A large body of your clergy met in Boston at 
Election, and determined to do all in their power 
to secure the influence of the women, to cease 
controversy with Unitarians, and to make every 
possible exertion for the existence of a powerful 
revival. The same thing has been virtually don» 
in several other meetings of the leaders in other 








into the country. 
accordingly stationed at their respective posts. 
It became convenient to have the notorious 
Beman in Charleston, 8S. C. When the train 
was well laid, the match was applied. The 
prayer bell rung at dawn of morning, from Maine 
to Georgia. All the revival machinery before 
used, and even some new inventions, were put 
into full operation, And in many places some 
success has attended this mighty and combined 
effort. All this, and very much more of the same 
character, you know is literal truth. Now look 
at some of the votesof your ministers which have 
been brought tolight. They resolved that it was 
their duty to have a revival of religion in their 
respective parishes, and that they ,would use 
greater means for its prodaction. Now, if it was 
their duty to have a revival, was not the work 
their own? “CGan_yvou believe that human beings 
are any where commé@nhded to pour out the holy 
spirit? No. Then you must admit, that these 
revivals are not the special work of the spirit; 
but the natural result of increased human labor 
and management. 

5. In the fifth place, you know these revivals 
are got up according to certain prescribed rules. 
Dr. Beecher preached a discourse on this subject 
in Beverly some time sinee, an abstract of which 
1 have received.. He-stated explicitly thatthese 
excitements could. be produced at any time, and 
even keptin continual operation. Hecompared 
the influence of the spirit, to the law of gravita- 
tion; and affirmed that nothing was wanting but 
human co-operation to secure constant conver 
sions. Hethen described very minutely the vai 
rious measures to be adopted, and the different 
parts each class were to act in the drama. Not 
only so; others have published books for this 
purpose, and instructed leaders what must be 
said and done, to secure success. New if these 
prescribed regulations will produce the desired 
revival, is it not the product of human machine- 
ry? Has God any where or in any manner au- 
thorized such publications, or promised to bestow 
his blessing on such human measures? Look at 
the political leaders in our country. Are they 
not laying plans and adopting means to secure 
the election of a¢ertain President? Should 
their efforts be crowned wjth success, would they 
be justified in calling the result of their operations, 
the special work of the holy spirit?’ Do not all 
parts of the apparatus of the production of a re- 
ligious excitement depetid equally on human 
agency andgnanagement? Can you believe that 
the former is the work of man, and the latter 
the work of God? No. Then you must admit 
that these revivals are not the special work of 
the holy spirit, but the natural product of well 
contrived human machinery.

There is no such expression in the scripture 
asan immortal soul? but on the contrary, ther 
is as much said of the death of the soul, as of 
its existence. If the soul of man is, they, 
immortal, the knowledge of this fact must be 
derived from other sources, than from the sacre( 
writings, Those conversant with the origina 
languages, are aware that what is called in the 
scripture soul, is used generally to signify the 
animal life. Thus we read,“ the soul shall be 
cut off,” which simply signifies, that man’s lif 
| shall be taken away.—* Eight souls were saved 
by water,” that is, eight persons or lives wer 
saved, 

The next enquiry is, what is the soul ? or iy 
what does the soul of man consist? As scripture 
is silent on this point, we can derive no infor. 





mation on this source. If we consult the ope. 
rations of nature, we have no greater evidence 
that man possesses a soul, than the brute crea. 
tion. ‘They both die and return to corruption, 
By some, the soul has been supposed to be the 
mind, which after the destruction of the body, 
exists in an immaterial state. But this again, 
is merely speculative opinion! there is no evi- 
dence that such is the case.—Mind, if we may 
trust to experience, depends on organic struc- 
ture. A man to-day of sound mind and reason- 
ing powers, by a blow on the head may tomor- 
row be an idiot, without mind or reason.—New 
born infants, people when asleep, except when 
disturbed by dreams, people in a trance, give 
no evidence of possessing any mind, and in the 
last two mentioned cases they are not them 
selves concious of their existence. 

It is not our intention to speak dictatorially 
upon this question. Volumes have been written 
upon the subject, and the contending parties 
have not come any nearer, while, as is too fre- 
quently the case, the better feelings have been 
sacrificed in the heat of controversy. The 
gospel teaches “a resurrection from the dead,” 
but whether there is a soul enjoying conscious 
existence between the death of the body and 
the resurrection, is a point on which, in our 
opinion, they are silent. There are some pas- 
sages from which the inference has been drawn 
that there is an intermediate conscious state, 
but to our view, they are doubtful. On this 
subject every one must be his own judge. 

In conclusion, we take occasion to observe, 
that the resurrection state is one of incorrup- 
tion, immortality and glory; but what new ca- 
pacities we shall enjoy, or how much of what 
we possessed here, will still adhere to us in 
that glorified state, is not revealed to us,and, 
therefore, however we may speculate on these 
subjects, we do not feel authorized by the 
scriptures to speak with certainty and assur- 
ance.—L.

“Marvel not that I said unto thee, ye must be born 

again.” —Joun iii, 7. 

By being “born again”—*born of the incorruptible 
word of God,’* **Born of God,” and ‘born of the spirit,’ 
1 consider to signify one and the same thing. But what 
are we to understand from these much harped upon ex- 
pressions of holy writ? Ithas generally been considered 
as a supernatural process of an Holy Ghost, diffused into 
the mind of man, whereby he is instantly, imperceptibly 
and miraculously changed from a natural to a supernatu- 
ral or spiritually constituted being. But how are we to 
know that a person is thus changed, when he is “born 
again?’ Are we obligated to place confidence in the 
word of old men in dotage, any further than it is marked 
with consistency? Shall we pay obeisance to “Old 
Wive’s Fables?” or shall we first “prove all things ?” 
Shall we exercise those reasoning faculties which con- 
stitute us wiser than the beasts of the field? or shall we 
return to those puerile notions which our mothers learn- 
ed,when witches transformed men into horses, and Qua- 
kers were whipped for the lack of buttons on their coats 
behind? No. He, who said, “ye must be born again,” 
has left us an infallible rule, with the use of which, we 
never need be at a loss to know for a certainty, who is 
“born again.” ‘By their fruits ye shall know them.” 
“That which is born of” or produced by the flesh, ‘‘is 
flesh,” and it is known by the works of the flesh. Thus 
a “tree is known by its fruit,’ and that which is born of 
the spirit, is spirit. Hence when a person professes to 
have been born of the spirit, itis nothing but just that we 
should examine the fruit. Without this blessed privi- 
lege, we are exposed to imposition. There is a manifest 
difference between “profession” and the peaceable fruits 
of righteousn These remarks will appear justifiable 
when we consider that “‘hypocrites” are in the Church!! 
When a man feels confident thathis children’s as well as 
his neighbor’s future happiness is secured in the unalter- 
able purpose of Jehovah, he is immediately told that it 
will sink him in hell; and in order to make him doubt of 
the perfection of God, he is next told to read the paper, 
and see what the town of S——— has been favered with. 
He reads that ‘many hero obtained a hopo’’—(that is, 
they hope they are now willing to be eternally damned, 
but for no other purpose than to escape hell)—that Mr. 
C—, in the precinct of H——, has been brought out. 
He was a very noted and respectable Universalist, but 
the Lord has opened his eyes, and he has joined the 
Church; i. e. he now believes that God ever has been, 
since Adam, and always will be, dissatisfied with a ma- 
jority of his works. This truly is a “new birth;” but it 
is not of God, for he who is born of God, is brought to the 
knowledge of life and immortality;—but he who has re- 
ceived his spiritual education from the commandments 
and doctrines of men, is born of the letter which kills,— 
he is Jed into the soul-withering shade which leaves him 
Eternal misery, death and 
ceaseless blasphemy is brought to light by this truly su- 
pernatural change. But, I ask, what is there in all this, 
which is calculated to induce him to ‘love God with all 
his heart, and his neighbor as himself?” If God is pas- 
sionate, partial, aud vindictive, loving only those who 
love him, and hating all who disregard his word, thenhe 
who is born of the spirit of God partakes of the same spir- 
it, and consequently cannot love only those who love 
him. From these considerations, I am bold to acknowl- 
edge that I cannot believe in all which professors of re- 
ligion declare. “Tis true, Christ says the unbeliever 
“shall be damned.” He says that he will punish the 
wicked with everlasting destruction; butstill he declares 
“the will not cast off forever, although he cause grief’ — 
(Lam. 3,31.) For as many as have died in Adam, he 
says, shall be made alive in Christ, (Cor. 15, 22.) What, 
then, have the children of men to perform in order to es- 
cape the righteous judgments of God? Answer—they 
must be born again: i. e. they must “cease to do evil, 
and learn todo well”—for it is an indisputable truth, 
that “there is no peace to” the stubbornly rebellious 
man; and, furthermore, that his mind is like the waters 
of the’troubled deep, continually impure. The true 
light, ““Jighteth every man that cometh into the world.”

Thirdly.— When a man is born of the spirit, «* he conse- 
quently loves his enemies—blesses them who curses 
him—does good unto them who despitefully uses and 
persecutes him,” and even in the bitter agonies of death 
he exclaims, “Father forgive them, for they know not 
what they do.” the scriptures declare that “the Lord is in 
one inind.” “fam God, I change not.” ‘The Father,” 
Jesus declares, “is good to the unthankful and unkind,” 
and shall we vainly suppose that we have been “ born 
again” unless we “follow God as dear children ?”” Unless 
we love all that God loves? No. We may boast of our 
hard earned righteousness—of our labors, of our long 
prayers—of paying tythes, and even feel so religious as 
to be led to thank God that we are not like other men. 
Still, if we are wanting in love to God or love to man, 
then we are nut born of the spirit, for the spirit is love. 
All of our great pretensions to reiigiou are as destitute 
of the spirit of life as a ‘sounding brass or a tinkling eym- | 
ball;”? and although we pretend to feel. willing to give 

our souls and bodies to be burned in the corroding yet | 
preserving flames of ceaseless despair, and have not that 
faith which works by love and purifies the heart, still 
the saviour is pointing to us when he says, “* ye must be 
born again.” Nicodemus, the one to whom these words 
were primitively spoken, was a Jew, and held that it 
was unlawful to even keep company with any but those 
of his own nation, (see Acts x, 28) and therefore did not 
love his neighbor as he loved himself; but Christ told 
him that he must be born again—i. e. he must be gov- 
erned by the spirit, and then he would discover that A- 
braham was not only the father of the Jews, but a ** fa- 
ther of many nations” —that “ the Lord is good unto all” 
—that “He is is governor among the nations”—that he is 
the father of all flesh,” and that ‘all nations shall come 
and worship before Him and glorify his name,” (Psalms 
Ixxxvi,9.) This new birth was wisely designed to in- 
duce Nicodemus, as well as all others, to love God for his 
impartial goodness and enable us to discover that men 
are our brethren. When our minds are thus enlighten- 
ed we can love God with al] our hearts, knowing “that 
He first loved us.”” We can love our neighbor as we 
love ourselves ; for, although we lost the knowledge of 
our relationship in infancy—although we have been 
driven from home—scattered upon the mountain of Israel

Whoever heard of an intelli- 
gent adult person being convinced of the truth 
of orthodoxy by arguments addressed to the un- 
derstanding? So well do the orthodox know 
thai proselytes can never be made in this way |} 
that they seldom or never invite investigation | 
or discussion. These they neglect or shun al- 
together, and take to the nursery and to mechan- 
icai operations upon the passions for the pur- 
pose of swelling their ranks. Not daring to 
trust people, when they arrive at years of matu- 
rity, to examine for themselves, their great eff- 
ort is with infants and children, seeking to in- 
still their pernicious principles into the unsus- 
pecting minds of infancy and youth, and give 
the tender twig an early and lasting inclination 
to orthodoxy. Hence all their Sunday Schools, 
Infant Schools, Bible classes, &c. &c. If any 
escape their early indoctrinations and arrive at 
years of maturity, the next art and resort are to 
operate upon their fears and passions by means 

‘of terror; and prostrating their reason and un- 
derstanding, to get up what are called revivals. 
In these excitements they secure their game. 

Now we do really believe that the same 
means and the same exertions would make us 
a nation of Mahometans or Mormonites. Let 
the priests of the Arabian prophet have the 
same means and the same advantages to operate 
within our own country, and they would expe- 
rience as richly the “ showers of divine grace,” 
in converting our youth and citizens to Mohom- 
etanism, as do the Calvinists. For when the un- 
derstanding is neglected and kept in the dark, 
when reason is set at naught as carnal, and ad- 
vantage is taken of the innoceney of youth and 
the ignorance of age, any cruse but the true 
one may be promoted, and proselytes secured 
to any faith or order. 

Truth never fears the light, on the contrary 
it courts investigation. It despises all art in- 
tended to circumvent the mind. It can flourish 
only by the free exercise of thought and a fair 
investigation. The very fact that the ortho- 
dox never attempt to inform the understanding 
and operate upon the heart through this just me- 
dium but that on the contrary, they depend up- 
on the excited passions and an early bias given 
to the juvenile mind, for the upbuilding of their 
cause, is a strong and conclusive evidence that 
their system must be false ; for these are the only 
means by which falsehood can be built up; truth 
is disgusted and shrinks away at the least con- 
nexion with them. 

We can safely venture to say, there is hardly 
a church member of the orthodox communion to 
be fourd, whose faith is the result of careful ex- 
amination and sober thinking. People are or- 
thodox from the influence of early instruction 
or by the power of excitements—never so from 
personal thoughts and enquiry, and from the 
convictions of an enlightened understanding.— 
They are orthodox in this country, for the same 
reason that children and adults in Spain are 
Catholics; in England, Episcopalians, in Tur 
key, Mahometans, &c.—Christian Intelligencer.

the following: ‘ A French priest, of some hu- 
mour, says—When the celebrated Burdeloue 
preached at Rouen, the tradesman forsook their

business. ” 

We have many men now—not equal to Burde- 
loue; who seem to think it a principal point 
gained in their labors, if they can prevent peo- 
ple from minding their own appropriate busi- 
ness. If they can call the tradesman from his 
shop, the physician from his patients—the far- 
mer from his field and the lawyer from his cli- 
ent, to follow up their 365 day’s meeting, they 
have done a most excellent duty. Unable them- 
selves, by the power of their talents or the fas- 
cinations of their eloquence, to induce people to 
leave their business during the six days in which 
they are commanded to “labor and do all their 
work,” the policy is to invite some scores of cis 
tant preachers to meet with them, advertise the 
fact, hold a ‘protracted meeting” and drum up 
for reruits. It is altogether out of the fashion 
now a days, for preachers to preach and dis- 
charge their clerical duties in such a manner as- 
to leave the people to perform the actual duties 
of lite. —ib. 


TRIAL FOR BLASPHEMY. 

We learn from a London paper of the 5th ult. 
that on the day previous, the Rev. Robert Taylor, 
one of the clergymen, of the Church of England, 
was tried at a Sussex Session for blasphemy and 
sentenced to pay a fine of two hundred pounds 
and be imprisoned for the term of two years.— 
His blasphemy consisted, among other things, 
in stating, in a recent Sermon, the necessary in- 
ferences from the doctrine of the trinity in plain 
terms and witheut the usual equivocations and 
mysteries in which it is commonly presented :— 
such is that Almighty God (Christ being very 
God of very God) was arraigned, tried and found 
guilty before Pontius Pilate, was buffeted and 
spit upon; that God was hung upon a cross, had 
a spear thrust into his side, suffered and expired ; 
was buried aud raised again inthe third day, &c. 
Though such language is fully warranted by the 
trinitarian doctrine, the statement of that doctrine 
in plain terms was seen and adjudged by law to 
be real blasphemy; and the person who thus 
stated it was sentenced by a trinitatian court to 
a severe punishment. We think it cruel that a 
minister of the established Church should be 
punished for preaching the established creed 
which he was sworn to support.—id. 





UNREASONABLE PUNISHMENT. 

The duty of correcting children for unseemly 
conduct and wrong tempers, is as unpleasant as 
it is unnecessary. On this account it is the more 
strange that it should ever be resorted to, when 
it might as well be dispensed with. Yet I have 
seen mothers, tender :nothers too, reprove and 
chastise their children, when the correction ap- 
peared to me worse than useless—I say worse 
than useless; for it has occurred asa sort of daily 
event at a particular hour, and for the same 
cause. Now if the chastisement did any good, 
the repetition of it, at least so frequently, would 
not be necessary. The case to which I allude, 
is that of a child, at the close of the day, that has 
spent all its strength upon its plays, and it is 
overcome by fatigue, that it can scarcely bear a 
word or atouch. The child’s fretfulness how- 








absvlute weariness—its animal powers were ex- 
hausted.’ [t was absolutely oppressed with the 
fatigues of the day, and needed to be in the cra- 
die or in the bed. To achild in sueh asituation, 
the soothing lulaby ; or the language of sympa- 
thy, tenderly expressed, is incomparably more 


recticn. The little one can hardly be called a 
voluntary agent: it is not the disposition that is 
in fault, but the animal nature. How often do 
severe painscall forth passionate expressions, 
tears, outcries, are striking marks of impatience 
from more adult persons too, of a mild ‘and kind 
temper? The child in the case we have sup- 
posed, feels afflicted, not malignant ; farther, it 
feels wronged by any degree of severity; and a 
chastisement inflicted upon the subject of such 
feelings can certainly do no good while it may 
do incalculable injury. During the process of 
correction, ths little creature may indeed be 
roused ; and the suffering of a new pain may, for 
the moment, overpower the sense of its other 
troubles—but most certainly there is nothing 
| gained in the article of discipline or obedience ; 
for the same scene is as likely to be acted the 
next evening, as though it had never occurred. 
|The truth is, the child feels desolate friendless, 
borne down with the troubles of life, and incapa- 
ble of pleasure. He feels his measure as full of 
evils as did the patriarch, under his accumulated

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WRESTING THE SCRIPTURES. 

During the protracted meeting in this place, we have 
been favored with discourses from Heb. ix. 27, and from 
Matt. xvi. 20, both of which passages are considered by 
the Calvinistic Clergy as aflording proof of the darling 
tenet of endless damnation. The same old ground has 
been trod over and over again, till it is too hard to produce 
fruit, either geod or bad. Mr. Tracy, the editor of the 
Vermont Chronicle, selected the following as a founda- 
tion for a discourse :—‘‘.4nd as it is appointed unto men 
once to die, but after this the judgment.” This passage 
was chosen with the intention of proving the doctrine of 
a judgment in a future state. Could the speaker have 
proved from the context that the death spoken of in his 
text had reference to the temporal death of all men, there 
would have been no room for controversy, and we should 
have thought it prudent to be making preparation for 
that day which shall try men’s souls. 
taking this only correct rule of illustration, he went on 
quoting scripture, from the Old and New Testaments 
entirely irrelevant to the subject. He was well aware 
thatii he called the attention of his hearers to the chapter 
irom which he selected his text, and shown its connexion, 
they would have discovered that the death there spoken 
of was the figurative death of the high priest under the 
law—That the men who were thus “appointed te die” 
were appointed to shadow forth the death of Jesus Christ; 
and had he turned to the Old Testament he would have 
found that the judgment which succeeded this figurative 
death had reference to the “breastplate of judgment” 
which the high priest wore on his heart when he went 
into the holy place, after having died by proxy in offering 
the blood of calves in the outer court. There were many 
things of which Paul says he could not ‘speak particu- 
larly.” By turning to the xxviii of Exodus we shall 
find those things recorded of which Paul did not speak 
particularly. As it was necessary not only that the high 
priest should shadow forth the death of Jesus Christ, but 
likewise the judgment which succeeded, he entered the 
sanctum sanctorum wtih the ‘breastplate of judgment,,

| can be so amazingly inconsistent as to freely sufier the mis- | 


I have put my spirt upon him, he shall bring forth judg- 
ment [salvation] to the Gentiles. He shall not cry, nor 
lift up, nor cause his voice to be heard in the streets; a 
bruised reed shall he not break, nor the smoking flax 
shall he not quench, he shal! bring forth judgment [sal- 
vation] unto truth.’’ Isaiah xlii, likewise Matt, xii, 18, 
19, 20, 21. 

We would advise Mr. Tracy, should he preach again 
from this text at a protracted meeting, or on any occa- 
sion, to read the whole chapter which contains it, in the 
hearing of his corigregation, as this would not only ex- 
plain his text, but save him much time and trouble in 
unnecessarily attempting to excite the fears of the weak 
and timid, about a day of judgment in a future world, of 
which the passage in question says nothing. 

We cannot close this article without exposing the un- 
warrantable liberty taken by the speaker, in his remarks 
on this subject. He stated that “the text informs us that 
the same men who die, shall come to judgment in a fa- 
ture world.” The text says no such thing. “I pity the 
the man who believes that all punishment is confined to 
this life.” Oh what unspeakable joy does a belief in the 
doctrine of endless punishment afford the believer. Who 


|ery of believing in the final holiness and happiness of all 
mankind? Oh that men would enter into that resi which 
the doctrine of a never ending hell of fire and brimstone af- 
fords. ‘*This judgment will take place at the resurrection.”’ 
Here, again, the speaker affirmed that which he could not 
learn from his text, nor from any part ofithe Bible. 

Mr. Tracy undertook to prove the resurrection of the 
bodies of men, from the xv chapter of Paul’s letter to the 
Corinthians. He will find equally as much proof in this 
article, if he reads it. ‘This apostle says, ‘‘But some will 
say, how are the dead raised, and with what body do they 
come He answers, ‘“Thou fool, that which thou sow- 
est, thou sowest not that,|bodyjwhich shall be.”? Wha, 
clear proof that the same bodies which die, and are bu- 
ried will be raised again! ‘Ifthe body [by which we 
understood him to mean the self-same body which dies and 
is buried] be not raised, then Christ is not raised.’’ Ergo, 
if Christ’s body did not ‘‘see corruption,”’ then our bodies 
will not see corruption. We see not why this argument ig 
not equally as good as Mr. Tracy’s. ‘I have heard some 
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on which were engraven the names of the twelve tribes | 
of Israel; thus figuratively presenting the people holy | 
to the Lord for whom he had died by proxy—thus shad- 
owing forth the entering of Jesus Christ ‘into heaven 
itself, there to appear in the presence of God for us.” 

The plain simple meaning of the preachers text is as 
follows: ‘And as it is appointed unto the high priests | 
once to die by proxy, and ‘after this to shadow forth the | 
judgment or salvation which should be effected by the 
great anti-type Jesus Christ, by wearing the ‘breastplate | 
of judgment,” and the mitre, on which was engraven | 
HOLINESS TO THE LORD, so Christ was once offered to | 
bear the sinsof many. He died, (or was offered to bear 
the sins of many) and instead of entering into tle holy 
place made with hands which were only figures of the 
true, he entered “heaven itself, there to appear in the 
presence of God for us.”” He appeared there to present 
the human fainily holy to the Lord, yea, ‘‘faultless beiore 
his Father with exceeding joy.” 








The preacher took it as granted by his audience that | 
the judgment had reference to a trial which should take 
place inan immortal state. This method of adopting 
premises without having first proved them truc, is pecu- 
liar to the clergy who advocate the doctrine of endless 


suffering. Hence the word judgment wherever it oc- 


curs in the Bible, is used to support the doctrine of a trial 
subsequent to the death of the body, when the fact is, it 
is used in most places in reference to that salvation 
which should be efiected by the “Lamb of God wino tak- 
eth away the sin of the world.”

say there will not be dust enough to constitute so many bod- 
ies as will have been buried.’’ We have not the means of 
ascertaining as to the correctness of such an objection, 


though we are free to acknowledge that to us it appears 


more like argument than any thing we heard advanced | P 


by the preacher. We could hardly refrain from smiling to 
notice how artfully the preacher recited scripture. In at- 
tempting to prove his day of judgment in the resurrection 
state, he recited a passage found in 1. Cor. iv, 5. *«There- 
fore judge nothing before the time, until the Lord come, 
who will bring to light the hidden things of darkness, and 
will make manifest the counsels of the hearts;’’ here he 
glided rapidly on to another passage, and itted the 
concluding clanse, ‘‘and then shall every man have praise 
of God.’? Does Mr. Tracy suppose that those who read 
their bibles, cannot discover such bare faced imposition?— 
As is usual for the limitarian Clergy, when preaching to the 
passions, the speaker concluded his sermon by gratuitous 
warnings and threatenings of misery without end, which 
he would fain have the people believe were contained in 
those scriptures, of which he recited an abundance, but 
which, on a careful examination, he might have discovered: 
had no relation to the subject to which he applied them.— 
‘The arguments built upon them have been refuted, times 
without number. Mr. Tracy professes to believe that a 
part of mankind will be saved in consequence of what 
Christ has done—that they are saved by grace, and not by 
works of their own—and yet he referred to the parable of 
the sheep and goats, to prove that men will be saved on 
account of their own works. ‘‘I was hungered and ye 





gave me meat,”’ &c &c. After noticing this language, he 
was careful not to expose himself, and avoided it by saying 
‘comment is unnecessary.’’ Had he made this remark in 
Telation to most, if not all the observations which he had 
made, we think there would have been some propriety in 
the remark. 


REV. MR. TAYLOR’S SER MON, 
FROM MATTHEW XVI, 20. 
‘‘ For what is a man profited if he gain the whole 
world and lose his own soul; or, what shall a man 
give in exchange for his soul.” 


The speaker took the usual course of explaining the word 
soul, to mean the immortal part. Whether Mr. Taylor 
is acquainted with the original Greek or not, we are unable 
to say. If he is, we regret to say that he was dishonest. 
If he is unacquainted with this language, this fact will ac- 
count for the erroneous ideas embraced in his sermon. We 
would charitably believe the latter to be the fact, and plead 
in his behalf; though we should advise him, before he ut- 
ters any more ‘‘great swelling words of vanity’’ to fright- 
cn sinners, to make himself better acquainted with a subject 
before he attempts to teach, warn, and terrify others. 

The word translated soul, in this text, is derived from 
the same word in the Greek, that the word life is, in the 
verse preceding. The word in the Greek la , is 
psuche, which has the same meaning that life has in the 
English language.—‘*What shall it profit a man if he gain 
the whole Toil, and lose his own life; or, what shall a 
man give in exchange for his life,”’ is the correct rendering 
of the text. ee 

The Rev. gentleman introduced his discourse by speaking 
of the value of the soul—that it was valuable: ‘1st, On ac- 
count of its ym a rational intelligence; 2d, Because it 
must come to judgment; 3d, It is not only valuable to man, 
but of vast worth to God, as is proved by his sending his 
dear son to die to ransom it.’’ He then proceeded to say 
that ‘notwithstanding its immense value, it was in danger 
of being lost.’” This we thought to be the climax of ab- 
surdity. How the soul can be valuable, if it is in that im- 
minent danger of being Jost which the speaker represented, 
does not enter into our heart to conceive. Should we use 
such an argument when speaking of other property, we 
should be called insane. We very much doubt whether a 
building would be considered. valuable on account of its 
liability to be consumed by fire. To poor, natural peo- 
ple, it would seem that the value of any property would be 
lessened in the same proportion that its liability to be de- 
stroyed was increased. We are utterly unable to con- 
ceive how property can be any more valuable to the owner, 
or to the one who has a Jease of it, on account of its ex- 
treme liability to be destroyed. But as this is carnal rea- 
soning, we will proceed to speak of those spiritual argu- 
ments of the unnatural man, whose sermon we are re- 
viewing. 

Another reason which the speaker offered why the soul 
jis in danger of being lost, ‘tis on account of its native de- 
ravity.’? Of what immense value must that soul be 
which is totally depraved! How is the value thereof in- 
creased on account of its extreme depravity! Now the 
natural man would argue that a soul which is totally depra- 
ved and liable to be eternally miserable is worse than no 
soul at all. But how prone we are to reason thus. We 
offer as an apology, our native depravity, and hope this 
will be considered a reasonable one. Oh that we could 
discern the things of the spirit, so that we might cause the 
tears of penitence to bedew the faces of females, by em- 
Pores on the word eternity! ‘‘When the sinner shall 

ave been in hell a thousand ages, he will see engraven on 
the walls of his prison, eternity! erernity!! ETER- 
NITY!!! 

But the preacher encouraged his hearers by saying that 
‘souls will not be lost on account of any lack in the plan 
for their salvation, for there is ample provision made. ‘The 
plan is God’s plan.’? Now were we to exercise our carnal 
reason, we should come to the conclusion that there is a 
lack in the plan, if it fails of securing their salvation. The 
Rey. orator closed his sermon by expressing his fears that 
there were some present who were about to exchange their 
worldly glory for the shroud and winding sheet, &c. &c. 
Although the Rev. Mr. Taylor may be commended for his 
zeal in endeavoring to produce areformation in the morals of 
our citizens,yet we very much doubt that this zeal is accom- 
panied with useful knowledge. That such reformation is 
necessary, we pape | admit; but we doubt the propriety of 
preaching error to effect it. That we must ere long ex- 
change habiliments is likewise a truth which all should du- 














ly consider; but we are not justified by the word of God 
in alluding to thig fact for the purpose of exciting fear and

A Patriot Preacher—-The other evening 
(says the Plattsburg Republican) we heard a 
gentleman relate an anecdote which ouglit to 
be recorded: At that eventful period, when 
our country was invaded by Provost, a clergy- 
man, resident about thirty miles from this, ex 
horted his flock to march to Plattsburg, and re- 
pelthe army.
